The Castle of Chillon is of very high an- 
eiguity, having been founded sometime befure 
S30, in which year, according to an oid chron- 
icie, Louis the Debonair imprisoned the Abbe 
of Corcier ‘in a tortress surrounded by the 
waters of the Leman, whe.ce one could per- 
ceive but the sky, theisake and the Alps,” a 
deecription of Chilion whieh, to m mind, is 
at once more truthful and more striking thao 
Byron's. It is certaloly unmistakabie. At 
this time, however, and fora loug time after, 
there appears to vo been simply a 
prison, consisting of a single tewer, 
whose top still forms the most conspicuous 
feature of tue pile Around this grim nucleus 
Peter, of Savoy, in 1238, constPucted the grim 
additions whictu made tie castle what it is. 
It covers the extremity of a vast rock, pro- 
jecting Into the lake, which flows, or may be 
made to flow, througha wide moat, cat in tue 
rock bebind, thus completing the encompas:- 
ment of thestructure. The muat is crossed 
by a rickety bridge, which, whatever its caja- 
bilities in former times, its not now a draw- 
bridge, being clearly incapable of sustainio 
the slighiest traction Beiween We case ap 
the mountain rising bebind it the passage 
formerly was so narrow that two horsemen 
could hardly pass abreast. The © was 
defended by a tower, which, together with a 
large section of the mountain, disappeared 
long ago, both a railway and a highway now 
running past the castle, throwing the busy, 
cheerful glance of the nineteenth century into 
the sullen face of the thirteenth. The castie 
is in the shape of a half moon, the convex 
side being towards the lake. It is said to 


cover upward of three acres, though I do not | 


vouch for the accuracy of this estimate. The 


estimate is surely excessive, yet, no doubt, | 


ibe castle ile more éxtensive than it appears to 
be; albeit, to one waiking aiong the muated 
aide, its appearance is exceedingly grand. 

The castie is divided into courts, chapels, 
chambers, galleries, halis, .

The steps remain, as 
does the black abyes, into which Visitors are 
permitted to look down over a woodeo railing 
erected for their protection; nay, the dark- 
ness whieb tueir vision cannot penetrate they 
are at liberty to sound with bbles, whose 
faint echoes, secming the creations of iateliect 
almost as muchas of semse, reveal the Lide -us 
ceopths from which imagination itself recoils. 
The éide of the castie facing the Alpe le ot 
ported by three gigantic towers, of which 
central one, coutainiug this frightful dun- 
geen, is b«aatifuily overgrown with ivy, as if 
nature, blushing for the hole of horrors, 
would hide it from the gaze of men. Above 
one of the entrences of the castle are these 
words, inscribed by the Bernese in 1643: 
**May God bless all who come In and go out.”’ 
A more appropriate imecription io the days of 
this dungeon would have been that which 
Dante saw above the entrance to hell: “wet 
all who enter here bid farewell to hope."’ Of 
the remaining prisons the subterraneeus ones 
only are noteworthy. These are part of a 
suite of subdterraneous rooms, consistiog, be- 
side the ns, of the Hall of the (iuards 
and the Military Chapel.

You enter a German house, without 
knocking, through a door which rings a 
bell, and thus announces the ingress or 
egress of some one.

You will find the parlor and the best 
rooms in the house adorned with beauti 
ful pictures on the walls and elegant lace 
curtains at the windows, buat probably 
without any carpet.
